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HIGHLIGHTS 


GRASSHOPPERS continue to damage various crops in Missouri, Illinois, Wisconsin, 
North Dakota, Idaho, Nevada and Utah. Many grasshoppers are now adults, and 
surveys are underway in several of the states. (p. 941). Some EUROPEAN CORN 
BORER moth emergence noted in southeast and south central Minnesota; moth 
numbers in light trap in Queen Annes County, Maryland, highest of season, and 
light trap catches on Eastern Shore of Virginia indicate increase in moth popu- 
lations. CORN EARWORM continues to increase in most sections of Maryland, with 
infestations more than 40 percent on lower Eastern Shore; also heavy in sorghum 
in most areas of Oklahoma and caused light to moderate defoliation of peanuts 
in southern Georgia. (p. 942). 


FALL ARMYWORM damaging pastures and small grains in Mobile County, Alabama; 
heavy on millet in an area of Georgia; and increasing in late planted corn in 
Frederick and Talbot Counties, Maryland. CORN ROOTWORM adults emerging in areas 
of Minnesota, and feeding on corn silks and ear tips in northern Illinois and 
southeastern Wisconsin. Counts ranged 1-40 per plant in some portions of south- 
eastern South Dakota. CORN LEAF APHID moderately heavy in occasional field of 
corn in Illinois, and colonies remain large in Wisconsin, although total degree 
of infestation in any individual field seldom exceeds 25 percent. Populations 
building up on field corn in Ulster County, New York, and increasing on corn in 
Washington County, Rhode Island. (p. 943). TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE populations 
very high on corn in Arkansas Valley of Colorado; also becoming extremely abun- 
dant on hybrid sweet corn seed fields in southwestern Idaho, with controls 
applied to some fields. (p. 944). LESSER CORNSTALK BORER causing economic damage 
to peanuts in Henry and Houston Counties, Alabama, and considerable damage to 
some soybeans in Lexington County, South Carolina. (p. 945). 


ORCHARD MITES continue a problem in some areas. (p. 946). CITRUS RUST MITE and 
BLACK SCALE threatening on citrus in areas of Florida. A THRIPS (Drepanothrips 
reuteri) heavy and seriously damaging grapes in San Joaquin County, California, 
with considerable loss expected. (p. 947). 


BOLL WEEVIL continues to increase. BOLLWORMS are especially heavy and damaging 
throughout cotton-growing areas of Oklahoma and are increasing in some, areas of 
New Mexico and California. (pp. 950-951). CABBAGE LOOPER ranges light to heavy 
in middle and southern Georgia cotton fields and is building up in some areas of 
Oklahoma. (p. 951). LYGUS BUGS high in most untreated cotton in Arizona, and 
populations are at economic levels in California, with controls expected to be 
necessary in many fields. (pp. 951-952). SPIDER MITES a problem on cotton in 
several areas. (p. 952). 


FACE FLY abundant and annoying to livestock in northern Illinois and appears to 
be increasing in north central Missouri, and HORN FLY is irritating to livestock 
in some portions of Wyoming and Utah. (p. 957). 


DETECTION 


A TINEID MOTH (Achanodes antipathetica) in Florida constitutes a new United 
States record. (p. 958). New State records were CLOVER SEED WEEVIL from Maryland 
(p. 945), and MIMOSA WEBWORM from Nebraska (p. 955). New county records included 
LOCUST LEAF MINER from Fulton County, and MIMOSA WEBWORM from Stark, Marshall and 
Woodford Counties, Illinois (p. 955); and FACE FLY from Fremont County, Wyoming 
Gp. 957).

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WEATHER OF THE WEEK ENDING AUGUST 20 


The cool weather that had generally prevailed over the northern portion of the 
country east of the Rockies for 4 weeks in most areas and 6 weeks in others, was 
replaced by much—above-normal warmth by the end of the period. This hot weather, 
however, accentuated the soil moisture deficiency existing in many sections. The 
hot, rainless weather in southern Texas was generally extended to 7 consecutive 
weeks. 


At the beginning of the week, a cool Canadian air mass extended from the Hudson 
Bay region southward almost to the west Gulf, preceded by frontal thunderstorm 
activity in the Atlantic and East Gulf States, and followed by a fresh mass of 
cold Canadian air spreading southward over the Great Plains. This system moved 
slowly eastward, bringing record to near-record low temperatures for several 
individual dates as far south as northeastern Kansas on the 17th and West 
Virginia on the 18th. A low of 45° on the 18th at Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, 

tied the August low set there in 1890. Some of the low readings were 39° at 
Wooster, Ohio, 30° at Pellston, Michigan, 25° at Orr, Minnesota, and 38° at 
Saratoga, Iowa. The change to hot weather was rather sharp; for instance, 
temperatures were in the middle to low 30's in Minnesota, Wisconsin and Michigan 
the morning of the 18th and rose to the 90's by the afternoon of the 19th. After- 
noon temperatures reached 100° as far north as southern Nebraska on the 18th and 
19th, and several stations in northeastern Kansas had their first 100° readings 
since 1957. 


In the Far West, the first part of the week was much warmer than usual and the 
latter part about normal. Highs in that region were in the 90's as far north as 
the Canadian Border on the 15th and 16th and readings of 100° and above occurred 
every day in western Arizona and extreme southeastern California. The week 
averaged 2° to more than 6° cooler than usual over the northern two-thirds of the 
country from the eastern Great Plains to the north Atlantic coast. Elsewhere, 
temperature averages were near normal to over 6° above normal, with excesses of 
5° to 7° from central Wyoming southward over the Arizona area. The greater portion 
of the country received little or no rain during the week. Totals of 1/2 to 
locally over 2 inches were. generally confined to extreme western Washington, sec- 
tions of the immediate Gulf Coast, parts of the Northeast, and quite generally 
from West Virginia and North Carolina to southern Florida. (Summary Supplied by 
U. S. Weather Bureau). 
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CEREAL AND FORAGE INSECTS 


GRASSHOPPERS - MISSOURI - Grasshopper situation remains much the same as past 
weeks. All damaging species now adults. Marginal damage to field crops evident 
in all areas; in dry areas, untreated pastures and legumes severely damaged; high 
counts of Melanoplus spp. present throughout fields of corn and soybeans in some 
areas. (Munson, Thomas, Wood). ILLINOIS = Melanoplus spp. becoming more abundant; 
damage increasing in marginal rows of corn and soybeans bordering on clover 
fields. Grasshoppers averaged 15 per foot on first row of soybeans in one field; 
plants 75 percent defoliated and pod feeding evident. (I1l. Ins. Rpt.). 

WISCONSIN - In Adams County, Melanoplus femurrubrum observed moving into new 
seeding of alfalfa; also 2 corn fields adjoining alfalfa threatened. M. femur- 
rubrum low in Ashland, Bayfield and Douglas Counties. Grasshoppers generally 

low in southeastern and east central areas, although 30 per yard observed in 
several fields near Jackson, Washington County; mostly third and fourth instars 
in this area. Populations up to 35 per yard present in Burnett and Washburn 
Counties, with fourth and fifth instars predominating. Although 10 per yard 
highest count noted, Chorthippus longicornis often predominant species in 

clover and alfalfa in far northern counties. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). NORTH DAKOTA - 
Adults ranged 1-9 per square yard, averaged 2, in Cass, Traill and Steele 
Counties. Dominant species Melanoplus bivittatus and M. femurrubrum. Habitats 
included small grains, soil bank land and alfalfa. (Wilson). Cropland surveyed 
in McHenry, Ward and Renville Counties. Average adult counts per square yard in 
field margins and in fields, respectively, by county, were as follows: McHenry = 5 
and 1; Ward - 7 and 2; Renville - 8 and 2. Melanoplus sanguinipes, M. bivittatus, 
M. packardii and Camnula pellucida principal species in all areas. Some damage 
to flax bolls observed near Mohall, Renville County. (Larsen, Saugstad). OREGON - 
Total of 87,000 acres infested in Harney County, primarily by Camnula pellucida. 
Infestation threatening on 50,000 acres in Wallowa County; species involved 
mostly C. pellucida and Melanoplus sanguinipes. (Jackson). IDAHO - Grasshoppers 
approaching 12 per square yard on 25 acres of hay and pastureland near Nezperce, 
Lewis County; damage minor. (Dailey). Spottedly abundant on pastureland in and 
around Sandpoint, Bonner County. (McPherson). NEVADA —- Camnula pellucida heavy, 
up to 40 per square yard, in native hay fields along Quinn River and in Paradise 
Valley, Humboldt County. Melanoplus sanguinipes ranged 20-30 per square yard in 
alfalfa along western slopes of Santa Rosa Mountains, Humboldt County, and 8-12 
per Square yard on east side of Carson Valley, Douglas County. Oedaleonotus 
enigma moderate, up to 25 per square yard, on rangelands and crested wheatgrass 
seedings along eastern and western slopes of Santa Rosa Mountains. (Bechtel, 
Parker). UTAH - Grasshoppers damaging crops and range on Carsons Butte south of 
Manila, Daggett County. (Knowlton). 


M. sanguinipes dominant species in Washington, Yuma, Kit Carson, Cheyenne and 
Kiowa Counties. Counts vary considerably and infestations do not appear concen- 
trated. Counts range 5-10 per square yard in fence rows and roadsides; 1-4 on 
grassland; 3-10 in Conservation Reserve land. (Jenkins). ARIZONA - Grasshoppers 
generally low on rangeland in Santa Cruz County; mixed populations of 5-7 nymphs 
per Square yard present in some instances where congregated on green vegetation. 
(Ariz. Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - Melanoplus occidentalis, Metator pardalinus, Amphi- 
tornus coloradus and Aulocara elliotti averaged 9 per Square yard on 37,120 acres 
of range in Dallam County. A complex of species averaged 12 per. square yard on 
30,000 acres of range in Shackelford County. Melanoplus differentialis, 
Aeoloplides turnbulli and M. bivittatus heavy on 1,000 acres of soil bank land 
and abandoned wheatland in Floyd County; ranged 18-25 per square yard on soil 
bank land and 6-10 per square yard on abandoned wheatland. Dissosteira longi- 
pennis present only in panhandle counties. Heaviest concentrations in Dallam 
County, where observed at 10 locations north and east of Texline and 2 isolated 
locations. All females observed gravid. (PPC). 


COLORADO - Dissosteira carolina, Melanoplus bivittatus, M. femurrubrum and 
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MORMON CRICKET (Anabrus simplex) - OREGON - Averaged 2 per square yard on 
approximately 640 acres in Parsnip Creek Canyon, 2 miles northwest of Enterprise, 
Wallowa County; heavier concentrations in canyon bottom. (Jackson). 


EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Ostrinia nubilalis) - NORTH DAKOTA - Percent infested plants 
ranged 20-100, averaged 82, in Richland, Sargent, Ransom and Cass Counties. 
Borers per 100 plants ranged 28-850, averaged 295; development ranged second 
through fourth instar, mostly third instar. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). SOUTH DAKOTA - 
Average percent infestation and number of borers per plant, by county, as 
follows: Deuel - 47 and 5 (first to fifth instar), Codington - 60 and 7.5 
(second to fifth instar), and Grant - 66 and 3 (second instar to pupa). (Hintz). 
MINNESOTA - Development mostly fourth instar to pupa in southeast, south central 
and west central districts; some emergence in southeast and south central. 
Second-generation moth emergence and egg laying slow due to cool temperatures; 
moth activity reduced rather sharply; light trap collections generally small. 
(Minn. Ins. Rpt.). WISCONSIN - Survey indicates area north of line from Kenosha 
to St. Croix County will probably have but single brood, as will southern por- 
tions of Juneau, Adams, Marquette, Green Lake and Fond du Lac Counties and 
western part of Dodge County. Observations in southeastern and eastern portions 
of State show low populations and very little first-generation injury. (Wis. 
Ins. Sur.). ILLINOIS - First-generation development in northern part of State 
20 percent larvae, 3.3 percent pupae and 76.7 percent empty cases. Second= 
generation egg masses per 100 plants, by district, as follows: Northwest - 100, 
northeast - 10, west - 70. (111. Ins. Rpt.). NEW YORK - First brood mostly 
pupated in Hudson Valley; few large larvae remained in stalks and ears. Moths 
abundant in weeds along hedge rows. Second-stage larva found in corn whorl 
August 7. Ear tips at mid to late silk stage 4 percent infested, with first 
instars in upper silk channel. (N.-Y. Wkly. Rpt., Aug. 13). DELAWARE - Number 

of adults taken in light trap greatly decreased in Sussex County; 7 collected 
August 10-16 compared with 81 for August 3-9. (Burbutis). MARYLAND - Larvae 
light to moderate in late planted corn in central and southern sections. Numbers 
of moths at light trap in Centreville, Queen Annes County, for week ending August 
14, highest of season. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). VIRGINIA - Increase in moth popu- 
lations indicated by light trap catches on Eastern Shore. (Hofmaster). 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis zea) - NEW YORK - Light trap at Poughkeepsie yielded only 
2 moths; untreated corn ears at harvest stage showed 0-3 percent infestation. 
Ear tips at mid to late silk stage 12 percent infested with second instars 
August 9. Moth catch in Nassau County indicates populations still low; most 
corn sold to date free of larvae. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., Aug. 13). DELAWARE - Infes- 
tations appear very high in Sussex County field corn; most larvae full grown. 
Adult collections averaged slightly over one per night, compared with average 

of 5 per night previous week. (Burbutis). MARYLAND - Numbers in ears continue 
to increase in most sections. Infestation over 40 percent in several corn 
fields on lower Eastern Shore. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). VIRGINIA - Light trap 
catches increasing on Eastern Shore. (Hofmaster). Heavy in sweet corn at a 
location near Blacksburg, Montgomery County. Outbreaks in soybeans will be 
limited and conditions similar to those existing during 1961. If present cool 
weather and above average rainfall continue, and corn remains green, little 
trouble can be expected from this pest this year. (Tarpley). GEORGIA - Caused 
light to moderate defoliation of peanuts in southern area. (Johnson). ARKANSAS - 
Moths being observed in soybean fields in central, east central and southeast 
areas. Of 50 fields checked in 7 counties, larvae found in 5 fields; highest 
count, 5 per 30 feet of row. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). MISSOURI - Light in few fields 
of grain sorghum in southwest area. Highest counts 15-40 larvae per 100 heads; 
larvae ranged third stage to full grown. (Munson, Thomas, Wood). OKLAHOMA - 
Medium to heavy on sorghum in most areas. Counts per head were as follows: 

1-3 in southwest, 0-3 in southeast; 1-5 in central, 0-4 in north central. 
Controls underway. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). NEW MEXICO - Heavy in field corn in 
Curry and Roosevelt Counties. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 
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FALL ARMYWORM (Laphygma frugiperda) - TEXAS - Light to moderate in grain sorghum 
in Carson, Gray, Hartley and Armstrong Counties. (Daniels, Whaley). ARKANSAS - 
Numbers found in soybeans in central, east central and southeast areas lower 

than previous week. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). ALABAMA - Continues to damage pastures 

and small grains in Mobile County. New generation now responsible for this 
damage. (Seibels). GEORGIA - Heavy on millet in Washington County. (Andrews). 
VIRGINIA - Light trap catches on Eastern Shore show increase in moth populations, 
(Hofmaster). MARYLAND —- Spotty, but increasing in late planted corn in Frederick 
and Talbot Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). NEW YORK - Small infestation found in 
cornfield in Ulster County; few moths taken in light trap. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., 
Aap. 13). 


ARMYWORM (Pseudaletia unipuncta) - NORTH CAROLINA - Larvae reported heavy and 
damaging millet in Wake and Chatham Counties in CEIR 12(33) :915, determined as 
this species by H. H. Neunzig. (Mount). 


CORN ROOTWORMS (Diabrotica spp.) - ILLINOIS - Adults commonly observed feeding 
on silks and ear tips of corn in northern half of State. (111. Ins. Rpt.). 
WISCONSIN - Adults of D. longicornis numerous and feeding on silks of corn in 
southeastern area. Much less noticeable in east central part of State. (Wis. 
Ins. Sur.) MINNESOTA - D. longicornis adults emerging in southeast and south 
central districts. Field of corn in Waseca County had 6 percent of plants 
lodged. Typical damage, lodged and goose-necked plants, not appearing as 

often this year. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). SOUTH DAKOTA - Adults of D. virgifera and 
D. longicornis present on corn in Clay, Lake, Lincoln, Moody, Turner and Yankton 
Counties; ranged 1-40 per plant, with D. virgifera most abundant species. (Howe, 
George, Ortman). COLORADO - D. virgifera adults ranged 5-7 per corn plant in 


Montrose County. (Bulla). 


BLACK BLISTER BEETLE (Epicauta pennsylvanica) - WISCONSIN - Some feeding on 
silks of sweet corn observed in Columbia County. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). ILLINOIS - 
Feeding on corn silks observed in several fields in northern half of State; 
3-4 beetles per ear tip common in these fields. (I1l. Ins. Rpt.). 


CORN FLEA BEETLE (Chaetocnema pulicaria) - MARYLAND - Heavy on late corn in 
whorl stage in Frederick County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


DUSKY SAP BEETLE (Carpophilus lugubris) —- DELAWARE - Larvae and adults very 
numerous in Sussex County field corn. (Burbutis). 


CORN LEAF APHID (Rhopalosiphum maidis) - NEW YORK - Building up on field corn 
in green to midtassel stage in Ulster County. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., Aug. 13). 
RHODE ISLAND - Increasing on corn in Washington County. (Mathewson). ILLINOIS - 
Moderately heavy in occasional field of corn. (I11l. Ins. Rpt.). WISCONSIN - 
Colonies remain large, although total degree of infestation in any individual 
field seldom exceeds 25 percent. Entire stalks in many instances completely 
covered, although predators becoming more noticeable. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 
OKLAHOMA - Light in Stephens County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). COLORADO - Colonies 
present on late-maturing sorghum varieties in boot stage in Otero County. 
(Schweissing). WYOMING - Few appearing on corn plants in Fremont and Hot 
Springs Counties; little damage found. (Fullerton). NEVADA - Ranged 32-40 per 
Sweep in certified oat field in Orovada, Humboldt County. (Earnist). 


RICE STINK BUG (Oebalus pugnax pugnax) - ARKANSAS - Averaged 82 adults and 50 
nymphs per 100 sweeps in fields checked weekly. This compares with 89 adults 
and 48 nymphs per 100 sweeps previous week. Percent nymphs for same 2 weeks 
was 38 and 35, respectively. Adults and nymphs continue to be found on barn- 
yard grass in soybean fields. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). TEXAS - Infestations variable 
on rice in Austin, Lavaca, Waller and Colorado Counties. Highest counts in 
Lavaca County, with up to 45 adults per 100 sweeps; numerous nymphs also 
present. (Newton). 2

THRIPS - MARYLAND - Unspecified species heavy on late planted corn in Frederick 
County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). CALIFORNIA - Hercothrips fasciatus medium on 
corn plants in Coalinga, Fresno County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


WHEAT STEM SAWFLY (Cephus cinctus) - NORTH DAKOTA - Survey conducted in Ward, 
Renville, Bottineau,Burke, Mountrail and Williams Counties; percent stems 
infested ranged 0-25, averaged 9. Larvae found at or below soil surface, but 
most present in below-ground parts of plants. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). CALIFORNIA - 
Larvae, probably this species, heavy in giant rye grain in Camarillo, Ventura 
County, and in See Canyon, San Luis Obispo County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus telarius) - COLORADO - Very numerous on top 
leaves of corn in Otero and Crowley Counties, with considerable "burning"; 
ensilage yield will be reduced 5-25 percent in some fields. Control excellent 
in some fields where applied. Populations high in Mesa and Montrose Counties, 
with controls applied in heavily infested fields. Ranged light to moderate in 
Delta County, with occaSional heavy spots occurring in few fields. (Schweissing, 
Jenkins, Bulla). IDAHO - Becoming extremely abundant on hybrid sweet corn seed 
fields in southwestern area; controls being applied on some fields. (Bechtolt). 


SOD WEBWORMS - VIRGINIA —- Severe, spotted larval infestations in lawns in Haysi, 
Dickenson County. At least two home lawns destroyed. (Tarpley, Mullins, Aug. 8). 
ILLINOIS - Crambus spp. damaged several lawns in eastern and central districts. 
(QUI, - 1bASs PES) e 


A CHINCH BUG (Blissus leucopterus insularis) - ALABAMA - Ranged light to moderate 
on St. Augustine grass throughout Chilton County. (Helms). 


A FALSE CHINCH BUG (Nysius raphanus) - CALIFORNIA - Nymphs and adults heavy on 
native weeds in Whittier, Los Angeles County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


PEA APHID (Macrosiphum pisi) - IDAHO - Ranged O-6 per sweep in all alfalfa fields 
sampled in Canyon County. (Waters). NEVADA —- Very low in alfalfa seed fields in 
Kings River Valley, Humboldt County, due primarily to abundance of predators and 
an unspecified parasitic wasp; also generally low in alfalfa hay fields in 
Paradise Valley, Humboldt County, and Lovelock, Pershing County, for same reason. 
(Bechtel, Parker). UTAH - Moderately numerous in alfalfa in Manila area, Daggett 
County. (Knowlton). WYOMING - Averaged 180 per 100 sweeps in alfalfa in Fremont 
and Hot Springs Counties. (Fullerton). NEW MEXICO - Generally light in De Baca 
County alfalfa fields. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). MARYLAND - Ranged 2-40 per sweep on 
alfalfa in Frederick and Howard Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


SPOTTED ALFALFA APHID (Therioaphis maculata) - MISSOURI - Light, 0-5 per sweep, 
in alfalfa fields in southwest area; causing no damage. (Munson, Thomas, Wood). 
NEVADA -— None found in Kings River Valley or Paradise Valley, Humboldt County, 
or at Lovelock, Pershing County. (Bechtel, Parker). IDAHO - Has not appeared in 
alfalfa in Arena Valley area, Canyon County. (Waters). 


CLOVER APHID (Anuraphis bakeri) - UTAH - Very numerous on red clover in pastures 
in Manila-Linwood area, Daggett County. (Knowlton). 


LYGUS BUGS (Lygus spp.) - NEW MEXICO - Adults and nymphs, per 25 sweeps in 
alfalfa, ranged 20-30 in De Baca County, 15-20 in Curry County and 8-13 in 
Roosevelt County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). NEVADA - Averaged 1 per sweep in most 
alfalfa seed fields in Kings River Valley, Humboldt County, and Lovelock, 
Pershing County; counts varied 18-34 per sweep in hay fields in these areas 

and in Paradise Valley, Humboldt County. (Bechtel, Parker). UTAH - Very numerous 
in many alfalfa fields in Uintah and Duchesne Counties. (Knowlton). WYOMING - 
Adults,per 100 sweeps in alfalfa,averaged 31 in Fremont County and 47 in Hot 
Springs County. (Fullerton). NORTH DAKOTA —- Averaged 5 per sweep in field of 
alfalfa in McKenzie County, near Trotters. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). MARYLAND - L. line- 
olaris increased; up to one per sweep on alfalfa in Queen Annes County. (U. Md., 
Ent. Dept.). ; 
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STINK BUGS - ARKANSAS - Numbers remain low in soybeans in central, east central 
and southeast areas; however, counts may rise in fields setting pods. Egg masses 
becoming more numerous than for past 2-3 weeks. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


PLANT BUGS — SOUTH DAKOTA - Lygus spp., Adelphocoris rapidus and A. lineolatus 
populations ranged 14-30 per 10 sweeps on alfalfa in Grant County. (Hintz). 


POTATO LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca fabae) - MARYLAND - Ranged 10 to over 25 per sweep 
in several alfalfa fields in Frederick and Queen Annes Counties; light to 
moderate on soybeans in latter county. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). MISSOURI - Ranged 
0-20 per sweep in southwest area; yellowing evident in fields nearing cutting. 
(Munson, Thomas, Wood). SOUTH DAKOTA - Ranged 5-10 per 10 sweeps on alfalfa in 
northeastern region. (Hintz). 


ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera postica) - UTAH - Damage continuing in some Cache County 
alfalfa much later than normal. (Knowlton). MARYLAND - Larvae ranged O-4 per 
sweep in alfalfa in Frederick County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). VIRGINIA - Larvae 
heavy in 2 alfalfa fields in Culpeper County; appeared sufficiently heavy to 
cause some damage. (Heltzel). Larvae appeared to be worse in some Fluvanna 
County fields where troublesome during spring (Watts); ranged 0-24 per 10 sweeps 
near Steeles ‘Tavern, Augusta County (Woodside). 


CLOVER SEED WEEVIL (Miccotrogus picirostris) - MARYLAND - Collection of 6 adults 
from soil around ladino clover at Fairland, Montgomery County, by A. L. Steinhauer 
on June 15, 1962, is a new record for the State. Det. by R. E. Warner. (U. Md., 
Ent. Depts). 


MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE (Epilachna varivestis) - ALABAMA - Present in fields examined 
in Mobile County. (Seibels). GEORGIA - Ranged light to moderate on soybeans in 
middle and southern sections of State. (Johnson). SOUTH CAROLINA - Light on 
soybeans in Beaufort County; few outbreaks quickly controlled in Calhoun County. 
Some heavy infestations found on soybeans in Lexington County; growers urged to 
apply controls immediately. (Nettles et al.). NORTH CAROLINA - Larvae and adults 
averaged 7 per sweep in 2 rows of soybean field in Sampson County; damage to 
leaves very noticeable in field. (Mount). 


BEAN LEAF BEETLE (Cerotoma trifurcata) - MARYLAND - Adults causing moderate 
foliage injury to soybeans in Worcester County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). ARKANSAS - 
Counts remain low in most soybeans in central, east central and southeast areas; 
highest count was 126 per 30 feet of row in a Desha County field. (Ark. Ins. 
Sur.). 


GREEN CLOVERWORM (Plathypena scabra) - MARYLAND - Light to moderate on soybeans 
in Worcester County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). ARKANSAS - Has nearly disappeared 
from most soybeans; small numbers still present in few fields. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 
SOUTH DAKOTA - Ranged 3-5 per 10 sweeps on alfalfa in Grant County. (Hintz). 


LESSER CORNSTALK BORER (Elasmopalpus lignosellus) - ALABAMA - Causing economic 
damage to peanuts in Henry and Houston Counties. (Buttram). SOUTH CAROLINA - 
Caused considerable damage to some fields of soybeans in Lexington County. 
(Nettles et al.). 


GARDEN WEBWORM (Loxostege similalis) - OKLAHOMA - Medium to heavy, 10-40 per 
Sweep, in north central area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


ALFALFA CATERPILLAR (Colias eurytheme) - NEW MEXICO - Adults numerous in alfalfa 
in Roosevelt and Chaves Counties. Larvae ranged 6-8 per 25 sweeps in fields near 
Portales, Roosevelt County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


GREENHOUSE THRIPS (Heliothrips haemorrhoidalis) - CALIFORNIA - Adults of this 
Species and Aeolothrips nasturtii light to medium on alfalfa in Benton, Mono 
County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 
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A SPIDER MITE - GEORGIA - Unspecified species ranged moderate to heavy on peanuts 
in southern part of State. (Johnson). 


SUNFLOWER MOTH (Homoeosoma electellum) - ARIZONA - Very heavy in field of sun- 
flower in Maricopa County. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


FRUIT INSECTS 


ORCHARD MITES - CALIFORNIA - Tetranychus mcdanieli heavy on apple foliage in 
Yucaipa, San Bernardino County, and heavy on dogbain and milkweeds in same area. 
T. pacificus medium to heavy in peach orchards in Littlerock area, Los Angeles 
County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). NEW MEXICO - Hot, dry weather in many fruit-growing 
areas has made damage by Tetranychus spp. very noticeable. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 
WISCONSIN - Eriophyes ri caused light injury to pear foliage in Winnebago 
County. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). OHIO - Panonychus ulmi eggs on untreated trees in 
Wayne County nearing 100 per leaf. Heaviest on peaches generally for several 
years. T. telarius heavier than for several years in State; averaged 10 per 
leaf on untreated peaches August 16. Aculus cornutus infestations irregular, 
but generally low in Franklin, Wayne and Erie Counties. (Rings). CONNECTICUT - 
T. telarius and P. ulmi easily found in most orchards; heavy in untreated 
blocks in New Haven, New Haven County. No winter eggs found; close inspection 
urged. (Savos). NEW JERSEY - All stages of unspecified species present in apple 
orchards; problem in some. (Ins.-Dis. Newsltr., Aug. 14). 


APPLE MAGGOT (Rhagoletis pomonella) - DELAWARE - Emergence noted August 12-13 
from "wormy'' apples collected in abandoned orchard in New Castle County. 
(MacCreary). CONNECTICUT - Emergence dropped considerably and continues at 
very low level; few reported in treated orchards, Danger to late varieties 
continues; controls recommended. (Savos). MINNESOTA - First adults of season 
collected at Duluth, St. Louis County, August 15. Trap in untreated orchard in 
Lake Minnetonka area yielded 61. Controls recommended. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). 


CODLING MOTH (Carpocapsa pomonella) - NEW MEXICO - Problem in apple orchards in 
De Baca County; especially serious in orchards with hail-damaged fruit. (N. M. 
Coop. Rpt.). COLORADO - Egg deposition heavy in pear orchards August 4 in Mesa 
County; larval injury now evident where controls not applied in time. (Bulla). 
WISCONSIN - Blacklight traps yielded 1 adult on August 8 at Platteville, Grant 
County; 17 adults August 8-14 at Madison; and 6 adults August 8-13 at Middleton, 
Dane County. (Wis. Ins. Sur.) NEW JERSEY - Light entries expected in apples 
August 15-20; controls recommended. (Ins.-Dis. Newsltr.). 


ORIENTAL FRUIT MOTH (Grapholitha molesta) - CONNECTICUT - Three third-brood 
adults captured in New Haven, New Haven County, but no larval activity noted. 
(Savos). OREGON - First adults of season collected in Salem area bait pan 
August 13. (Larson). 


FALL WEBWORM (Hyphantria cunea) - WASHINGTON - Noted scattered on west side of 
Cascades, Chehalis, Lewis County, to summit of White Pass, Yakima County. Nests 
small, larvae one-half inch long, especially in fruit trees and alder. (Johansen, 
Aug. 6). 


PEACH TWIG BORER (Anarsia lineatella) - COLORADO - Injury light on early varie- 
ties of peaches where applications made on recommended dates. (Bulla). 


RED-HUMPED CATERPILLAR (Schizura concinna) - CALIFORNIA - Larvae medium on cherry 
foliage in Redway, Humboldt County. (Cal. Coop.Rpt.). 


A BARK BEETLE (Leperisinus californicus) - CALIFORNIA - Adults heavy in olive tree 
bark in San Luis Rey, San Diego County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 
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Citrus Insect Situation in Florida - Mid-August - CITRUS RUST MITE (Phyllocop- 
truta oleivora) infested 65 percent of groves (norm 65 percent); 48 percent 
economic (norm 49 percent). Population at the moderately high level normal for 
mid-August, but still increasing. High level will persist through September. 
Rapid buildup expected in groves not treated this summer. Gradual buildup will 
occur in many groves treated in June and July. Highest districts west coast, 
Bartow, upper east coast, Indian River and Brooksville, all with threatening 
conditions. TEXAS CITRUS MITE (Eutetranychus banksi) infested 62 percent of 
groves (norm 40 percent); 31 percent economic (norm 19 percent). Population 
higher than in prior years but decreasing rapidly. A few scattered groves 

will have moderate infestations. Highest districts Orlando, upper east coast 
and Indian River. CITRUS RED MITE (Panonychus citri) infested 50 percent of 
groves (norm 51 percent); 24 percent economic (norm 30 percent). Infestations 
will decline and remain at low level in all districts. Highest district Orlando. 
PURPLE SCALE (Lepidosaphes beckii) infested 67 percent of groves (norm 64 per- 
cent); 4 percent economic (norm 6 percent). All districts will have only light 
infestations through September. FLORIDA RED SCALE (Chrysomphalus aonidum) infes- 
ted 35 percent of groves (norm 60 percent); none economic (norm 14 percent). 
Population is lowest of 11 years of record and is heavily parasitized. All dis- 
tricts continue with very light infestations. BLACK SCALE (Saissetia oleae) 
infested 65 percent of groves (norm 42 percent); 48 percent economic (norm 20 
percent). Although summer peak passed, adult scales still at record high level 
for August and will contribute to buildup of sooty mold. Highest districts 
Indian River and upper east coast, both with threatening conditions. GLOVER SCALE 
(Lepidosaphes gloverii) and CHAFF SCALE (Parlatoria pergandii) decreased but 
still above normal abundance. (Simanton, Thompson, Johnson (Citrus Expt. Sta., 
Lake Alfred)). 


CITRUS RUST MITE (Phyllocoptruta oleivora) —- FLORIDA - Infested Citrus sinensis 
at Electra and Weirsdale, Marion County, and C. paradisi in northern Lake County. 
(Graham, Aug. 3). 


A RUST MITE (Aculus pelekassi) - FLORIDA —- Collected at Electra, Marion County, 
on Citrus sinensis. (Graham, Aug. 3). This is third infested property in county. 
(Fla. Coop. Sur.). 


CITRUS THRIPS (Scirtothrips citri) - ARIZONA - Heavy and damaging foliage of some 
young citrus in Maricopa County. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


CITRUS BLACKFLY (Aleurocanthus woglumi) - MEXICO - Biological Control Zone - Total 
of 40,215 trees on 203 properties inspected; light infestations found on 3,894 
trees on 161 properties in State of Tamaulipas. Chemical Control Zone - Inspec-— 
tion of 82,669 trees on 2,527 properties in States of Nuevo Leon, Tamavlipas and 
Sonora negative. First application treatment given to 113,768 trees, including 
15,860 nursery trees, on 528 properties; second application given to 1,206 trees 
on 7 properties, and third application given to 46,114 trees on 464 properties 

in Nuevo Leon. A few properties in Municipio Allende, Nuevo Leon, which cannot 

be treated with equipment available, because of rough terrain, to be under close 
observation. (PPC, Mex. Reg., July Rpt.). 


MEXICAN FRUIT FLY (Anastrepha ludens) - MEXICO - One male and one female trapped 
at Ensenada, Baja California, July 12 and 19 respectively, and one female trapped 
in Mesa de Tijuana section July 16. Eradication program initiated in former area 
on July 16; find in Mesa de Tijuana section extended treatment area 1,000 acres 
in City of Tijuana; first treatment in this area started July 9. Total of 6,829 
inspections made of 1,619 traps on 845 properties in State of Baja California. 
(PPC, Mex. Reg., July Rpt.). 


A THRIPS (Drepanothrips reuteri) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy and seriously damaging 
tokay grapes in Woodbridge, San Joaquin County; foliage and fruit severely scabbed 
and scarred. Considerable loss in vineyard expected. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 
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VINEGAR FLIES (Drosophila spp.) - SOUTH CAROLINA - Abundant in Lexington and 
Williamsburg Counties; many maggots in broken and damaged grapes on vines. 
(Nettles et al.). 


TRUCK CROP INSECTS 


CUTWORMS - VIRGINIA - Light trap collections show definite increase of Agrotis 
ipsilon on Eastern Shore; newly transplanted pepper and broccoli plants 
especially vulnerable now. (Hofmaster). ALABAMA - Peridroma saucia heavy in 
gardens in Chilton County; control extremely difficult. (Helm). 


APHIDS - SOUTH CAROLINA - Numerous on tomatoes at Clemson. (Nettles et al.). 
MARYLAND - Heavy on young turnips at Glenarm, Baltimore County. (U. Md., Ent. 
Dept.). 


LEAFHOPPERS - OREGON - Unidentified species damaging potato foliage in Malheur 

County; controls necessary in late planted fields. Feeding punctures numerous, 
causing foliage to whiten and plants to mature early. (Every). NEW YORK - High 
populations in some fields of carrots and beans in Monroe County; low in other 

fields, (Nn Ye Wkly Rpts, Aug sel3S)ir 


COLORADO POTATO BEETLE (Leptinotarsa decemlineata) - OREGON - Appeared in 
Deschutes County and Powell Butte area of Crook County in mid-July. Approximately 
15 percent of fields inspected found infested, particularly along field margins. 
(McAlister). 


CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - DELAWARE - Larvae common on some peppers in 
areas of Kent and Sussex Counties. (Burbutis, MacCreary). MARYLAND —- Light to 
moderate on tomatoes near harvest in Worcester County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 
VIRGINIA - Light trap collections increased on Eastern Shore. (Hofmaster). 


EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Ostrinia nubilalis) - MARYLAND - Larval infestations in 
peppers averaged 3 percent in Worcester County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). VIRGINIA - 
Light trap collections show definite increase on Eastern Shore. (Hofmaster). 
WISCONSIN - Low egg incidence on peppers in East Troy area, Walworth County; 1 
egg mass found on 150 plants examined. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


HORNWORMS (Protoparce spp.) - ARIZONA - Damaging garden tomatoes in eastern 
area; ranged 1-2 larvae per plant. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). RHODE ISLAND - Common 
on tomatoes statewide. (Mathewson). VIRGINIA - Light trap collections show 
definite increase of P. sexta on Eastern Shore. (Hofmaster). 


TOBACCO FLEA BEETLE (Epitrix hirtipennis) - MARYLAND — Light to heavy on peppers 
in Worcester County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 

Potato Aphids in Maine - Average total numbers increased on untreated potato 
foliage at Presque Isle, Aroostook County, during week. Increase from 3.2 to 
5.5 on 3 leaves per plant; percent of plants infested using same method, 
increased from 57 to 86. Population now at or near peak for season. Continuing 
decrease in rate of population increase was due mostly to fungus diseases and 
parasites. POTATO APHID (Macrosiphum euphorbiae) predominates, followed by 
GREEN PEACH APHID (Myzus persicae) , BUCKTHORN APHID (Aphis nasturtii) and 
FOXGLOVE APHID (M. solani). (Shands et al.). 


GREEN PEACH APHID (Myzus persicae) - WISCONSIN - Increasing on peppers and pota- 
toes in southeastern portion of State. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


POTATO PSYLLID (Paratrioza cockerelli) - WYOMING - Adults averaged 1 per 100 
sweeps in potato fields of Fremont County and 2 per 100 sweeps in Hot Springs 
County. (Fullerton). 
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VINEGAR FLIES (Drosophila spp.) - NEW JERSEY - Building up on tomatoes in some 
areas; controls recommended. (Ins.-Dis. Newsltr., Aug. 14). 


CUCUMBER BEETLES —- DELAWARE - Acalymma vittata and Diabrotica undecimpunctata 
howardi causing light injury to pumpkin squash locally in Sussex County. 
(MacCreary). MARYLAND - Adults of A. vittata and D. undecimpunctata howardi 
caused light injury to squash, cucumber and pumpkin plantings in Baltimore 
County. CU. Ma. , Ent. Dept. )i. 


MELON APHID (Aphis gossypii) - DELAWARE - Very heavy on melons and causing 
severe injury locally in Kent County. (MacCreary). 


IMPORTED CABBAGEWORM (Pieris rapae) - WISCONSIN - Larvae increasing; up to 5 per 
plant noted on cabbage in southeastern area. Adults continue abundant, with 
considerable ovipositing. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). RHODE ISLAND - Common on cabbage, 
broccoli and cauliflower in large, commercial vegetable farm in Slocum. 
(Mathewson). 


CABBAGE WEBWORM (Hellula rogatalis) - ALABAMA — Heavy on cabbage in Chilton 
County. (Helms). 


GREEN CLOVERWORM (Plathypena scabra) - DELAWARE - Present on beans in Sussex 
County. (Burbutis). VIRGINIA - Light trap collections show definite increase 
on Eastern Shore. (Hofmaster). 


SOUTHERN CORN ROOTWORM (Diabrotica undecimpunctata howardi) - ALABAMA - Heavy 
and caused severe damage to plantings of southern peas in Chilton County. (Helms). 


MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE (Epilachna varivestis) - UTAH - Injury common in home gardens 
in Weber County. (Knowlton). RHODE ISLAND - Adults continue feeding on bean 
foliage in Washington County. (Mathewson). 


JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - RHODE ISLAND - Adults feeding on bean 
foliage in gardens in Washington County. (Mathewson). 


BEAN APHID (Aphis fabae) -— WASHINGTON - Heavy on beans and several weeds in 
Vancouver area, Clark County. (Shanks, Aug. 1). COLORADO - Colonies present 
on bean plants in Larimer County; not economic. (Hantsbarger). 


TARNISHED PLANT BUG (Lygus lineolaris) - NEW YORK - Heavier than usual on beans. 
(N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., Aug. 13). DELAWARE - Averaged 2 per sweep in beans locally 
in Sussex County. (Burbutis). 


POTATO LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca fabae) - NEW YORK - Heavy on beans in dry areas. 
(N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., Aug. 13). DELAWARE - Adults and nymphs range 2-3 per sweep 
in beans in several large fields in Sussex County. (Burbutis). 


BEET LEAFHOPPER (Circulifer tenellus) - WYOMING - Sugar beet curly top infection 
averages 3-10 percent in sugar beet fields of Hot Springs County; only occasional 
infected plant found in Fremont County. (Fullerton). COLORADO - Present at 
levels previously reported on tomatoes in Arkansas Valley; no diseased plants 
observed. (Schweissing). 


A WEEVIL (Cosmobaris americana) - CALIFORNIA - Adults and larvae heavy on sugar 
beet petioles in approximately 100-acre planting in Stockton area, San Joaquin 
County. Several larvae infest a single petiole causing blackened area surrounding 
each larva, eventually causing complete breakdown of petiole. Damaged entire 
planting. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


ONION THRIPS (Thrips tabaci) - COLORADO - Light to moderate on onions in fields 
checked in Delta and Otero Counties. (Schweissing, Bulla). 
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ASPARAGUS BEETLE (Crioceris asparagi) - MARYLAND - Adults moderate on asparagus 
at College Park, Prince Georges County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


TEN-LINED JUNE BEETLE (Polyphylla decemlineata) - CALIFORNIA —- Larvae heavy in 
roots and soil around strawberry plants in Santa Maria, Santa Barbara County. 
(CaituGoope Rpt.)e 


CYCLAMEN MITE (Steneotarsonemus pallidus) - WISCONSIN - Caused concern on large 
acreages of strawberries in Sauk County. (Wis. Ins. Suxe)ie 


TOBACCO INSECTS 


TOBACCO FLEA BEETLE (Epitrix hirtipennis) - VIRGINIA - Adults increasing in most 
tobacco fields in Pittsylvania County, but infestations generally much lighter 
this season. (Dominick, Aug. 8). 


GREEN PEACH APHID (Myzus persicae) - MARYLAND - Declining somewhat on tobacco, 
but continues an important problem, Acreage treated extensive. (U. Md., Ent. 
Dept.). VIRGINIA - Severe on flue-cured tobacco at farm in Chesterfield County; 
some parasites present. (Tarpley, Jones, Aug. 8). 


COTTON INSECTS 


BOLL WEEVIL (Anthonomus grandis) — SOUTH CAROLINA - Weevil pressure continues to 
mount in all areas; peak has been reached in Coastal Plain area; pressure still 
mounting in Piedmont area. Percent infestation in 16 counties, mainly from 
Clarendon to the mountains, is 22.3 in treated fields and 67.6 in untreated 

iL OUCIS, (oozing lime, 2 Lines, Il) Migration now at peak in Florence area; controls 
Should be continued to protect young bolls. (Taft et al., Aug. 15). TENNESSEE - 
Adults present in large numbers in southern counties and migration to late cotton 
continues. Counties to north that have not had infestations this eason now 
infested; very little to no damage expected in these areas this season. Dry 
weather slowed migration and larval mortality very high. Square counts in 
southern counties ranged 40-100 percent in treated and untreated fields. Very 
few squares left in regularly weevil-infested portion of State. Boll damage 
light to heavy in this area. Control with ground equipment very difficult in 
most cases due to rank cotton. (Locke). GEORGIA - No Square counts made, as 
Squares are scarce. (Johnson et al.). ALABAMA - Infestations continue to 
increase in most fields throughout State. Migration reported statewide. Controls 
completed in southern area. (Buttram). MISSISSIPPI - Infestations rising in 
delta counties due to reduction in Squaring. Populations very low generally for 
time of year. (Merkl et al.). LOUISIANA - Infestations increasing generally in 
most fields in Tallulah area, due somewhat to Scarcity of squares. Infestations 
remain below 25 percent generally where regular treatment program has been in 
operation. (Smith et al.). ARKANSAS - Fourth-generation emergence underway ; 
third-generation emergence general. Weevils present in 92 percent of fields 
scouted; 2,966 fields in danger zone. (Cott. Ins. Rpt.). MISSOURI - Infested 

23 of 1,024 fields scouted; percent punctured squares ranged 0-7. (French). 
OKLAHOMA - Light to heavy in all cotton areas. Increasing in southern counties; 
percent infestation ranged 7-35 percent. (Okla. Coop. Rpt.). TEXAS - Continues 
a major cotton pest in eastern two-thirds of State. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). 


BOLLWORMS (Heliothis spp., et al.) - SOUTH CAROLINA —- Most growers continue to 
hold these pests in check under steadily mounting pressure. (Cott. Ltr., Aug. 13). 
Large numbers of adults present in Florence area, but infestations held down in 
most areas because of effective controls. (Taft et al.). TENNESSEE - Continue to 
cause light damage over western area in late cotton. Heavier infestations still 
in boll weevil-infested area. (Locke). GEORGIA - Counts made in 83 middle and 
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southern area cotton fields. Eggs ranged 2-100 and averaged 15 per 100 terminals, 
and larvae ranged 0-12 and averaged 3 per 100 terminals. (Johnson et al.). 
ALABAMA - Numbers continue to increase in Tennessee Valley area. (Buttram). 
MISSISSIPPI - Moth activity reduced but egg laying being concentrated in green 
fruiting cotton in delta counties. Controls still needed in many irrigated 
fields. (Merkl et al.). LOUISIANA - Terminal egg counts heaviest of season in 
Tallulah area. Several growers reporting poor control; increasing dosage and 
shortening interval between applications. (Smith et al.). ARKANSAS - Fourth- 
generation emergence underway. Egg counts increasing Sharply in some areas. 
Moth activity evident in some fields during daylight hours, indicating heavy 
emergence. Moths laying eggs on main stems, petioles, blooms, dried bolls, 
leaves and terminals. Egg and larval counts expected to increase in southeast, 
southwest, central and upper Arkansas River Valley areas, especially on young 
cotton. Egg and larval counts in northeast area will lag behind other areas, 
but increases are expected. (Cott. Ins. Rpt.). MISSOURI - Eggs ranged 0-29 

and larvae 0-31 per 100 terminals in 574 of 1,024 fields scouted. (French). 
OKLAHOMA - Heavy and damaging throughout cotton-growing areas, with controls 
being applied. Percent infestation as follows: Southwest, 2-17; central, 3-18; 
west central, 1-15; south central, 2-12. Infestation on experimental plots at 
Chickasha averaged 10 percent. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - Continue to be major 
pests of cotton in eastern two-thirds of State and a problem statewide. (Texas 
Coop. Rpt.). NEW MEXICO - Populations remain light in cotton in Roosevelt County 
and in Animas Valley, Hidalgo County. Apparent buildup in cotton in eastern 
Hidalgo and Luna Counties. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). ARIZONA - High infestations 
continue to damage cotton in some fields in all areas; egg counts remain high. 
(Ariz. Coop. Sur.). CALIFORNIA - Infestations continue in many fields in Shafter 
area, Kern County, with controls necessary in some fields. (T. Leigh). Popula- 
tions increasing and very spotted in Bakersfield area, Kern County; more fields 
require treatment than previously. Larval counts of 3-8 per 100 plants common... 
(H. Black). Populations increasing steadily in most fields in El Centro area, 
Imperial County. (V. Roth). 


CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - SOUTH CAROLINA = Reported in most cotton 
areas. (Cott. Ltr., Aug. 13). Large populations present in Florence area 
previous week largely decimated by a virus disease. (Taft et al.). TENNESSEE - 
Present in some late cotton in western area but not a problem. (Locke). 

GEORGIA - Infestations range light to heavy in 83 middle and southern area 
cotton fields. (Johnson et al.). ALABAMA - Present in practically all fields 
examined. (Buttram). OKLAHOMA - Building up in some areas. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 
TEXAS - A local problem on cotton in scattered areas. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). 
CALIFORNIA —- Evident in many fields throughout San Joaquin Valley; populations 
light in most fields but as high as one per leaf in some areas, particularly in 
less succulent fields where control appears necessary to prevent defoliation. 
(T. Leigh). Evident in many fields in Bakersfield area, Kern County; severe in 
some fields, with counts of 30 per plant. (H. Black). Egg deposition noted in 
El Centro area, Imperial County. (V. Roth). 


PINK BOLLWORM (Pectinophora gossypiella) - NEVADA —- Argon light trap collections 
in Clark and Nye Counties have been negative for this pest to date. (Parker). 


SALT-MARSH CATERPILLAR (Estigmene acrea) —- ARIZONA - Light in central and south- 
west areas, but not increasing in most cases. (Ariz. Coop.Sur.). CALIFORNIA - 
Larvae and egg masses found. Noneconomic at present. (H. Black). 


COTTON LEAF PERFORATOR (Bucculatrix thurberiella) - ARIZONA - Light to medium in 
some areas of Yuma and Pinal Counties. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). CALIFORNIA - Popula- 
tions building up in El Centro area, Imperial County. Treatment needed in few 
fields. (V. Roth). 


LYGUS BUGS (Lygus spp.) - ARIZONA - Continue high in most untreated cotton state- 
wide; ranged 15-60 adults and nymphs per 100 sweeps. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 
CALIFORNIA -— Continue in many fields in Shafter area of Kern County. -Nymphs more 
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evident than earlier counts. Controls expected to be necessary in many fields 
to prevent loss of squares and damage to late bolls. (T. Leigh). Populations 
continue to fluctuate as other crops harvested in El Centro area, Imperial 
County. (V. Roth). Populations remain at economic levels in many fields, but 
leveled off to 8-15 per 50 sweeps in many fields in Bakersfield area, Kern 
County. (H. Black). 


PLANT BUGS - MISSOURI - Ranged 0-30 per 100 terminals in 705 fields of 1,024 
fields scouted. (French). NEW MEXICO - Spanogonicus albofasciatus averaged 
4-6 per 25 sweeps in De Baca County cotton fields; injury evident in some 
fields. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


STINK BUGS - ARIZONA - Continue a problem in some fields statewide. (Ariz. Coop. 
Sur.). CALIFORNIA - Populations high due to migration from alfalfa seed fields 
and sorghum being harvested in El Centro area, Imperial County. (V. Roth). 


APHIDS - SOUTH CAROLINA - Only an occasional heavy infestation reported in 
Florence area. (Taft et al.). TENNESSEE - Continue a problem over western part 
of State, but do not appear to be increasing. Dry weather probably main factor 
keeping infestations in check at this time. (Locke). GEORGIA - Aphis gossypii 
light in middle and southern area cotton fields. (Johnson et al.). MISSISSIPPI - 
Populations of unspecified species light, with no new economic damage in delta 
counties. (Merkl et al.). LOUISIANA - Controls necessary in Tallulah area 

where no aphicide included in regular control program. (Smith et al.). 
CALIFORNIA - Aphids evident in low numbers in many fields in Shafter area, 

Kern County. (T. Leigh). 


FIELD CRICKETS (Gryllus spp.) - CALIFORNIA - Increasing in numbers in local 
cotton-growing areas in El Centro area, Imperial County. (V. Roth). 


SPIDER MITES -— SOUTH CAROLINA - Still a problem in many localities in Piedmont 
area. (Cott. Ltr., Aug. 13). TENNESSEE - Causing cotton to mature in large 
number of fields over western area. Damage still high in late cotton. Most 
cotton ginned at this time due to spider mite infestations and dry weather. 
(Locke). GEORGIA - Infestations range light to heavy in middle and southern 
areas. (Johnson et al.). ALABAMA - Infestations continue to increase in 
Tennessee Valley area; heavy in some fields where controls not applied. 
(Buttram). MISSISSIPPI - Medium to heavy infestations continue general over 
delta area. (Merkl et al.). MISSOURI - Marginal and spot infestations present 
in 342 of 1,024 fields scouted. (French). TEXAS - Constitute local problems 

on cotton in scattered areas. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). CALIFORNIA - Damage occurring 
in many fields in Shafter area, Kern County, where controls not applied. Preda- 
ceous insects and mites abundant in some areas and appear to be aiding greatly 
in holding infestations in check. (T. Leigh). Continue a problem in Bakersfield 
area, Kern County, with Tetranychus atlanticus causing severe defoliation in many 
fields; controls have been poor. (H. Black).

HAWAIIAN INSECT NOTES 


The following notes were submitted by the Hawaiian Enomological Society and 
were extracted from the "Notes and Exhibitions" in the minutes of the June Si. 
1962, meeting. 


A CICADELLID (Protalabrella brasiliensis) caused heavy damage to Lippia canescens 
in the Makiki area. L. canescens is a low growing plant commonly used for 

ground cover. The presence of this cidadellid was first reported in September 
1960 by R. Joyce when one specimen was caught in a light trap. Additional 
specimens were collected in July 1961 by sweeping vegetation. This is the first 


report of P. brasiliensis damaging plant material in Hawaii. (J. Kim). 


SOUTHERN GREEN STINK BUG (Nezara viridula) nymphs were found on lima beans at 
Waimanalo on June 26, indicating this pest is now present on the windward side 
of Oahu. (D. H. Habeck). 
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FOREST, ORNAMENTAL AND SHADE TREE INSECTS 


BARK BEETLES — IDAHO - Brood density of Dendroctonus pseudotsugae in cull logs in 
logging areas near Warm Lake and McCall, Valley County, greater than recorded 
during a 7-year period. Near Warm Lake, samples contained 285 progeny per square 
foot, equal to increase of 25 times number of attacking parents. Natural enemies 
relatively scarce in logs. Lateness of attacks by parents also contributed to 
high densities measured. Broods very immature and natural control factors did 
not have normal length of time to operate before samples obtained. (Furniss). 
CALIFORNIA - Summer-brood adults of D. brevicomis appearing, with 19 new fades 
on 30-acre stand of ponderosa pine in Cold Springs-Crow Peak area of Sierra and 
Mariposa Counties. Greater losses can be expected in areas aS Season progresses. 
(B. E. Minter). ARKANSAS - Ips spp. prevalent on single trees and small groups; 
no spreading infestations observed. Activity can be expected to continue into 
October. Plantations which are overcrowded or injured in some manner so_ that 
growth is slow should be watched closely. D. terebrans active in all pine areas; 
no material damage reported. Activity will decrease with cold weather. Suscept-— 
ible trees and stands may yet be damaged. (Ark. For. Pest Rpt., Aug.). 


FIR ENGRAVER (Scolytus ventralis) - CALIFORNIA - Causing considerable loss of 
white fir in groups of 1-50 trees of all stages in 20,000-acre stand on Milford 
District of Plumas National Forest. (L. E. Beltz). 


REPRODUCTION WEEVILS — ARKANSAS - Hylobius pales and Pachylobius spp. remain 
active, particularly in recently cut stands; ovipositing in suitable sites. Very 
little Pissodes spp. activity noted. (Ark. For. Pest Rpt., Aug.). 


NANTUCKET PINE TIP MOTH (Rhyacionia frustrana) - OKLAHOMA - Damaging pine trees 
in Stillwater area, Payne County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


PINE TIP MOTHS - ARKANSAS - Damage by Second-generation larvae moderate to heavy 
in various localities over State. Infestations generally heavier in western 
counties. Severe damage occurring in Hempstead County area; near Scranton, 

Logan County; in Russellville-Clarksville area in Pope and Johnson Counties; and 
in other nearby localities. Third-brood adult activity well diminished. As 
result of recent rains, new growth will be available for third-brood larvae; thus, 
additional browning of tips may be expected. Parasitism has been rather low this 
year, compared with previous years. (Ark. For. Pest Rpt., Aug.). 


SPRUCE BUDWORM (Choristoneura fumiferana) - CALIFORNIA - Causing considerable 
damage to white fir in West Fork of Bidwell Creek in Mill Creek area. Considerable 
increase noted since early July as buds have been destroyed and heavy webbing 
evident. (T. M. Rouse). 


ZIMMERMAN PINE MOTH (Dioryctria zimmermani) - INDIANA - Observations in La Porte 
County August 14 revealed 90 percent pupation, 7 percent emergence and 15 percent 
parasitism by an ichneumon, Calliephialtes comstockii. (Schuder) 


COOLEY SPRUCE GALL APHID (Chermes cooleyi) - NEW MEXICO - Galls very noticeable in 
Las Vegas area, San Miguel County. N. M. Coop. Rpt.). UTAH - Damaged blue spruce 
in Vernal-Naples area of Uintah County and light damage at Logan. (Knowlton). 


CONIFER SAWFLIES - MINNESOTA - First stage larvae of second-generation Diprion 
similis present in northeast district. Neodiprion lecontei continues to 
defoliate roadside jack pine plantings in same district. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). 
ARKANSAS - Second-brood N. lecontei larvae active on 2 to 5-year-old pines 

in scattered localities; clusters ranged up to 4-5 per tree. As larvae only 
about half-grown, period of greatest feeding activity yet to come. Previously 
known infested sites should be watched. (Ark. For Pest Rpt., Aug.). 


FALL WEBWORM (Hyphantria cunea) - WASHINGTON - Scattered on west side of Cascade 
Mountains from Chehalis, Lewis County, to summit of White Pass, Yakima County. 
Nests small, larvae one-half inch long; present especially on alder and fruit 
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trees. (Johansen, Aug. 6). NORTH DAKOTA - Damaging chokecherry in the Trotters 
area of Golden Valley and McKenzie Counties. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). ILLINOIS - 
Common and apparently increasing throughout northern half of State. (111. Ins. 
Rpt.). MISSOURI - Heavy on several species of trees throughout southern portion 
of State; especially numerous on walnut, hickory and persimmon. (Munson, Thomas, 
Wood). INDIANA - Common in most areas of State; particularly noticeable in 
Pulaski, St. Joseph and Dubois Counties. (Schuder). RHODE ISLAND - Scarce in 
Newport County in contrast to mainland sections of State. (Mathewson). 


GYPSY MOTH (Porthetria dispar) - PENNSYLVANIA - Single specimen collected in 
trap in Hamilton Township, Monroe County. (Baumgarter, Aug. 7). 


Defoliating Caterpillars in Woodlands in Connecticut - Slightly more than 42,000 
acres, mostly in Fairfield and Litchfield Counties, defoliated more than 50 percent 
by GYPSY MOTH (Porthetria dispar), and some 41,000 acres, mostly in these 2 
counties, defoliated less than 50 percent by this pest. Species other than 

Zypsy moth were responsible for more than 50-percent defoliation on over 36,000 
acres and less than 50-percent defoliation on over 87,000 acres. Principal 
defoliator in these acreages was LINDEN LOOPER (Erannis tiliaria), although 
CANKERWORMS were more abundant in some areas. In other areas, LEAF ROLLERS were 
also a factor in defoliation, especially of oaks. As in the case of gypsy moth, 
heaviest defoliation occurred in Fairfield and Litchfield Counties, but substan- 
tial acreages in Hartford and New Haven Counties were also defoliated. -Heavy 
defoliation also occurred in Middlesex County, principally east of the Connecticut 
River. This defoliation was exclusive of approximately 60,000 acres treated 
either for gypsy moth or cankerworms earlier this season. (Johnson, Turner). 


NOTODONTIDS (Datana spp.) - ILLINOIS - D. ministra larval feeding very evident in 
many areas of northern half of ‘State; defoliation varies from few limbs to 20 or 
30-foot trees almost completely defoliated. D. integerrima continues to feed on 


walnut trees in many areas; almost completely defoliated trees a common occurrence. 
Gri nse pit pr 


TWIG PRUNER (Elaphidion villosum) - NEW YORK - Damage still evident in Suffolk 
County. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., Aug. 13). RHODE ISLAND - Scarce in Newport County 
in contrast to high frequency in mainland sections of State. (Mathewson). 


PINK-STRIPED OAKWORM (Anisota virginiensis) - MINNESOTA - Defoliated 3-4 acres 
of oaks in Becker County. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). 


ASIATIC OAK WEEVIL (Cyrtepistomus castaneus) - NORTH CAROLINA - Infesting oaks 
in Guilford County. Robertson), 


OLIVE SCALE (Parlatoria oleae) - CALIFORNIA - Medium on Modesto ash trees in 
Oroville, Butte County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


BIRCH LEAF MINER (Fenusa pusilla) - MINNESOTA - Thinning of tops of white birch 
quite general in northeast area; leaf feeding of this pest apparently responsible 
for leaf drop. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). RHODE ISLAND - Second generation sparce in 
Newport County in contrast to mainland section of State. (Mathewson). 


POPLAR VAGABOND APHID (Mordwilkoja vagabunda) - NORTH DAKOTA - Galls present on 
cottonwood at Leeds, Benson County. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). UTAH - Severely infested 
some cottonwood trees at Myton, Duchesne County. (Knowlton). 


NORWAY MAPLE APHID (Periphyllus lyropictus) - RHODE ISLAND - Complaints statewide. 
Problem intensified because drought conditions make symptons conspicuous. 
(Mathewson). 


WALKINGSTICKS - ARKANSAS - Infestations reoccurring in Ouachita National Forest, 
from Danville in Yell County to near Mena in Polk County. Infestations not 
continuous, but appear heavier in some areas than in 1961. (Ark. For. Pest. Rpt., 
Aug.). WISCONSIN - Egg laying by Diapheromera femorata underway in areas of 
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Marquette and Marinette Counties. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


ELM LEAF BEETLE (Galerucella xanthomelaena) - CALIFORNIA - Defoliating cork elms 

in dooryard and street plantings in Greenville, Plumas County. (P. Hirschenberger). 
UTAH - Spotted damage in Ogden, Weber County. (Knowlton). OKLAHOMA - Feeding 
activity continues in all areas. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). SOUTH CAROLINA - This 
species and Monocesta coryli defoliating elms in Union and Chester Counties. 
(Nettles et al.). 


A LEAF BEETLE - NEW MEXICO —- Larvae of an undetermined species causing extensive 
damage to foliage of Chinese elms in Bernalillo and Quay Counties. (N. M. Coop. 
pits) ic 


LOCUST LEAF MINER (Xenochalepus dorsalis) - ARKANSAS - Moderately to severely 
damaged black locusts in western half of State. (Ark. For. Pest Rpt., Aug.). 
ILLINOIS — Collected at St. Davis, Fulton County, for a new county record, 
"Firing" of locust noticeable, but larvae have left mines. (Ill. Ins. Rpt.). 
MARYLAND - Causing conspicuous foliage injury to black locust in most sections. 
(U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


MIMOSA WEBWORM (Homadaula albizziae) - MARYLAND - Moderate to severe on mimosa and 
honeylocust in all sections. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). ALABAMA - Damage continues 

to increase in northern part of State. Infestation practically 100 percent in 
Chilton County. (Helms, Buttram). ILLINOIS - Abundant on honeylocust in spots 

in Illinois River Valley from Havana to Lacon. New county records are Stark, 
Marshall and Woodford Counties. (I11l. Ins. Rpt.). NEBRASKA - Reported for first 
time in State from Omaha, Douglas County. Has apparently been present in Omaha 
for past 4 years. (Hatcher, Hill). 


LEAF CRUMPLER (Acrobasis indigenella) - WISCONSIN - Larvae heavy, locally on wild 
plum in Kenosha County. Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


APHIDS - WISCONSIN - Probably Longistigma caryae, numerous on willows in Walworth, 
Winnebago, Portage and Outagamie Counties; sooty fungus prevalent on most trees. 
(Wis. Ins. Sur.). MINNESOTA - Large numbers of Lachnus salignus in St. Paul- 
Minneapolis area; report indicated large numbers of weeping willows infested. 
(Minn, Ins. Rpt.). COLORADO - Cinara sabinae infesting juniper in Elbert County; 
severely defoliated juniper in Crowley County. (Peterson, Wilshusen). 


BOXWOOD LEAF MINER (Monarthropalpus buxi) - VIRGINIA - Heavily infesting boxwood 
locally in Halifax County. Tarpley, Hall, Aug. 4). 


BAGWORM (Thyridopteryx ephemeraeformis) - DELAWARE - Very heavy feeding injury 
noted on many sycamores in an area of Sussex County. (Huber). INDIANA - First 
pupae of season found August 13 in Tippecanoe County. (Schuder). 


BLACK VINE WEEVIL (Brachyrhinus sulcatus) - INDIANA - Damaging yew plantings 
in Indianapolis area, Marion County. (Schuder). 


CRAPEMYRTLE APHID (Myzocallis kahawaluokalani) - CALIFORNIA - Medium on 
Lagerstroemia spp. nursery stock in Fresno, Fresno County. (Cal, Coop. Rpt. 


OYSTERSHELL SCALE (Lepidosaphes ulmi) -— PENNSYLVANIA - Collected on rhododendron 
in Butler County, August 3, for first time on this host in State. Det. by G. B 
Sleesman. (Simmons). NORTH DAKOTA - Present on cotoneaster stems and twigs in 
Minot area, Ward County. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). UTAH - Killing limbs of poplars 

in Manila, Daggett County. (Knowlton). 


AZALEA BARK SCALE (Eriococcus azaleae) - OREGON - Heavy on azaleas on the 
capitol mall at Salem. (Schafer). NORTH CAROLINA - Infesting azalea in Wake 
County. Det. by R. L. Robertson. (Mount). 
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FLETCHER SCALE (Lecanium fletcheri) - NORTH DAKOTA - Infesting older pyramidal 
arborvitae in nursery at Minot, Ward County. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). CALIFORNIA - 
Survey in Tulelake area, Siskiyou County, revealed 51 infested hosts on 13 
properties; infestation varied light to heavy on arborvitae (Thuja spp.) and yew 


(Taxus sp.). Eradicative treatment scheduled. This is only infestation in State. 
(CalesCoop. Rpt.) 


MOSSY ROSE GALL (Diplolepis rosae) - OREGON - Infested rose planting in Portland, 
Multnomah County, August 15. (Nicolaison) 


AN AGROMYZID LEAF MINER - CALIFORNIA - Heavy and damaging marigold plants in 
Fillmore, Ventura County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


INSECTS AFFECTING MAN AND ANIMALS 


STATUS OF THE SCREW-WORM (Cochliomyia hominivorax) IN THE SOUTHWEST 


During the period August 3-9, a total of 52,038,600 sterile flies was released 
over an area of 63,000 square miles. Release rate was 400 per square mile, with 
some areas in southern Texas receiving up to 800 sterile flies per square mile. 

A total of 1,455 screw-worm cases was reported during the period. New counties 
reporting screw-worm cases included: NEW MEXICO — Roosevelt and Socorro; TEXAS -— 
Gregg and Wilbarger; OKLAHOMA - Choctaw, Noble, Oklahoma and Washita. (Anim. 
Dish eEradeeDave 
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FACE FLY (Musca autumnalis) - WYOMING - Adults on beef cattle on a farm 2 miles 
north of Riverton, Fremont County. First record of the species in this county. 
(Fullerton). WISCONSIN - Appears of little concern except for counties in 
western area, although complaints for other scattered counties as well. 
Populations annoying humans walking in pastures in Walworth County. (Wis. Ins. 
Sur.). ILLINOIS - Abundant and annoying cattle throughout northern area. Counts 
in northwest district ranged 2-70, averaged 30.2 per face. One herd in northeast 
district averaged 35 per face. (111. Ins. Rpt.). MISSOURI - Several herds 
checked in southwest area negative. Populations appear on increase in north 
central area where counts of 2-65 per animal found. Averaged 5-8 but one dairy 
herd averaged 19.5 per animal. (Wingo). MARYLAND - Counts on dairy cattle in 

16 herds ranged 2-24 per head in Howard and Frederick Counties, (U. Md., Ent. 
Dept.). 


MOSQUITOES - UTAH - Annoying in areas of Uintah and Duchesne Counties. (Knowlton). 
MINNESOTA - In period August 5-11, a total of 57,000 mosquitoes taken in Metropoli- 
tan Mosquito Control District light traps. Female Aedes vexans constituted 66 
percent of catch. Significant decline in trap catches occurred August 13-17. 

In daytime bite collections, 3,529 specimens of 3,534 were Aedes. In nighttime 
bite collections 96 percent were A. vexans. In 950 larval collections, Culex 
tarsalis found in 27 percent. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). NORTH CAROLINA - Aedes 
atlanticus and Psorophora ferox lighting at rate of 30 per minute near Newport, 
Carteret County. Former outnumbered latter 10 to 1. Few P. ciliata also present. 
(Ashton). 


HORN FLY (Haematobia irritans) - WYOMING - Remains a source of irritation to 
livestock in Fremont and Hot Springs Counties. (Fullerton). UTAH - Moderately 
annoying generally on cattle in Duchesne, Uintah, Daggett and Rich Counties, 
(Knowlton). OKLAHOMA —- Populations down in Payne, Noble, Pawnee and Osage 
Counties. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). MISSOURI - Populations down throughout State. 
(Munson, Thomas, Wood). ILLINOIS - Ranged 0-100, averaged 28.5,per animal in 
northwest district. (Ill. Ins. Rpt.). MARYLAND - Ranged 0-35, averaged 12,on 
dairy cattle in 7 herds in Howard County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


STABLE FLY (Stomoxys calcitrans) - ILLINOIS - Much annoyance to cattle in northwest 
district where 4-44 (averaged 15.8) flies per animal found. (I11l. Ins. Rpt.). 
WISCONSIN - Reports indicate this species is principal one in most areas and 
causing most concern, although house flies Still on the increase. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 
WYOMING - Adults still active and annoying to livestock herds in Fremont and 

Hot Springs Counties. (Fullerton). 


TABANIDS - UTAH -— Horse flies annoying cattle and horses in Franklin Basin of 
Cache County and moderately annoying in Portage to Garland area of Box Elder 
County. Troublesome to severe in Manila-Linwood area of Daggett County and 
moderately annoying in several areas of Uintah and Duchesne Counties. Atylotus 
incisuralis one of the annoying species. Det. by C. B. Philip. (Knowlton).

NEW JERSEY - Invading 
homes in several areas. (Ins.-Dis. Newsltr., Aug. 14). NEVADA —- Numerous calls 
on beetles entering homes in Reno-Sparks area, Washoe County. (Coop. Rpt.). 


STRAWBERRY ROOT WEEVIL (Brachyrhinus ovatus) - WISCONSIN - Large numbers entering 
houses. (Wis. Ins. Sur. 


BROWN-BANDED COCKROACH (Supella supellectilium) - MARYLAND - Infesting homes in 
Chevy Chase, Mongtomery County, and at Baltimore. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


A HORNTAIL (Sirex sp.) MARYLAND - Adults emerged through plaster walls of newly 
built homes at Bel Air, Harford County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


BENEFICIAL INSECTS 


BLACK BLISTER BEETLE (Epicauta pennsylvanica) - WISCONSIN - Very noticeable in 
alfalfa fields in southeastern and eastern areas as well as in Monroe, Juneau and 
Iowa Counties. One alfalfa field which showed a marked decrease in grasshoppers 
in Walworth County had as high as 8 beetles per sweep. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


LADY BEETLES - NEW MEXICO - Abundant in cotton and alfalfa fields in De Baca 
County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). NEVADA - Lady beetles, mostly Hippodamia convergens 
and H. quinquesignata very heavy in alfalfa fields in Kings River Valley, and 
moderate to heavy in Paradise Valley, Humboldt County, and in Lovelock, Pershing 
County. (Bechtel, Parker). 


LACEWINGS (Chrysopa spp.) - SOUTH DAKOTA - Counts of 1-5 per 10 sweeps of adults 
and nymphs throughout northeastern region. (Hintz). 


NABIDS - SOUTH DAKOTA —- Generally distributed throughout northeastern region on 
alfalfa and corn with populations of 8-12 per 10 sweeps. (Hintz). 


ALKALI BEE (Nomia melanderi) —- NEVADA —- Adult activity decreasing in Orovada and 
Kings River Valley, Humboldt County, and Lovelock, Pershing County. (Bechtel, 
Parker).

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INTERCEPTIONS OF SPECIAL INTEREST AT U. S. PORTS OF ENTRY 


Some important interceptions that were reported May 31, 1962, by the Plant 
Quarantine Division, ARS, USDA, follow. These reports are based on identifica- 
tions received from Federal taxonomists at the U. S. National Museum during the 
month, but do include any of special interest from recent months that were not 
previously reported. 


AN AVOCADO WEEVIL (Conotrachelus aguacatae Barber) (a species widespread in 
Mexico and Central America) in avocado seed in baggage destined for California 
at Nogales, Arizona. 


WEEVILS (Premnotrypes spp.) (species occurring in western South America) 4 times 
in stores; once each in Corpus Christi, Galveston and Houston, Texas, and once 
at Miami, Florida. 


AN AVOCADO SEED MOTH (Stenoma catenifer Wlsm.) in cargo (prohibited) destined 
for Florida at Miami, Florida. 


A BORER (Chilo sp.) (important genus containing destructive rice and sugarcane 
borers in Asia) in baggage with plants destined for Hawaii, at Honolulu, Hawaii. 


PITH MOTH (Blastodacna atra(Haw.)) (an apple pest of Western Europe) in apples in 
stores at New York, New York. 


A WEEVIL (Baris lepidii Germ.) (a crucifer pest of importance in Middle and 
Southern Europe) in horseradish in baggage for Washington, District of Columbia, 
at New York, New York. 


A COFFEE BERRY BORER (Stephanoderes hampei (Ferr.)) (a destructive species of 
most Old World coffee growing regions, also Brazil) in baggage for Hawaii, at 
Honolulu, Hawaii. 


TERMITES - Nasutitermes exitiosus (Hill) (an injurious Australian species) in 
cargo of bird seed for Hawaii, at Honolulu, Hawaii; and Heterotermes convexino- 
tatus (Snyder) (an injurious neotropical species) in cassava cargo for general 
distribution at Miami, Florida. 


ORIENTAL FRUIT FLY (Dacus dorsalis Hend.), or probably this species, 3 times in 
baggage at Honolulu, Hawaii. 


MEDITERRANEAN FRUIT FLY (Ceratitis capitata (Wied.)) twice in baggage; once each 
at Miami, Florida, and at New York, New York. 


MEXICAN FRUIT FLY (Anastrepha ludens (Loew)) 6 times from Mexico; at Brownsville, 
Texas, 2 times; at WaShington National Airport, Washington, D. C., one time; at 
Mobile, Alabama, one time; and at Laredo, Texas, 2 times. 


KHAPRA BEETLE (Trogoderma granarium Everts) 19 times; at Detroit, Michigan, one 
time in ship's hold; at New York, New York, 3 times in burlap bag containers of 
cinnamon for re-export and gum ghatti; at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, one time in 
stores; at Norfolk, Virginia, one time in stores; at Wilmington, North Carolina, 
one time in stores; at Charleston, South Carolina, 5 times in ship holds (3), 
stores and cargo of guar gum; at Miami, Florida, one time in stores; at Houston, 
Texas, one time in cargo of guar gum; at Brownsville, Texas, one time in railway 
car; and at San Pedro, California, 4 times in stores. 


WHITE GARDEN SNAIL (Theba pisana (Miiller)) 9 times; at Houston, Texas, one time 

in stores; at New Orleans, Louisiana, 3 times on general cargo for various destin- 
ations; at Charleston, South Carolina, 2 times on general cargo; at Boston, 
Massachusetts, one time in baggage; and New York, New York, 2 times. 


A GIANT SNAIL (Achatina fulica Bowdich) 5 times in baggage at Honolulu, Hawaii. 
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
